. . . Pioneer Retailer

Chamber Board 
Names Fay Parks 
As 15th Member

Elected unanimously by t h« 
board of directors of the Tor-' 
ranee Chamber of Commerce' 
Monday to complete Its expand­ 
ed directorate to 15 members 
was pioneer Torrance merchant- 
plumber-civic leader Fay L. 
Parks.

Community building is.no no­ 
velty to Fay Parks. His con­ 
tributions to civic growth and 
c ul t u r a 1 development began 
when he first established his 
plumbing and heating busiiless 
in 1917 under the firm name of 
Torrance Plumbing Company. It 
is recognized as the oldest Tor­ 
rance retail business operated 
by its original owner. Next year, 
when Parks will have completed 
his 25th year as active head of 
his business, ho plans to go in­ 
to partial retirement and "take 
things easier."

Long before the community 
incorporated and when there 
was no city government. Parks 
took an'active part in the-"old 
Chamber of Commerce," around 
which was centered the entire 
early community life, both civic 
and social.

During the thirties Torrance's 
big annual celebration was the 
"Factory Frolic," in which Parks 
took charge of the hobby and 
flower concessions. Later, .when 
the "Frolics" were abandoned, 
Parks Initiated the present an­ 
nual "Hobby and Flower Show" 
as a separate community ac­ 
tivity. For the first four years 
prior to World War II Parks 
was chairman of these exhibits, 
which command community-wide 
participation and attendance. He 
is a past-president and charter 
member of the Torrance Rotary 
Club and has been active In 
Masonic circles here.

In announcing the election of 
Director Parks. Chamber Presi­ 
dent Henry W. Creeger pointed 
out that the Chamber of Com­ 
merce board now is composed 
of five industrialists, four re­ 
tail merchants, three profession­ 
al men. one banker, one news­ 
paper publisher and Mayor Boh 
L. Haggard, who is a realtor. 
Also sitting regularly with the 
board as liaison officers are Dr. 
 I. H. Hull, superintendent of 

.schools and Charles Schultz Jr., 
of the Junior Chamber of Com­ 
merce.
